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Messrs. Macmillan's ' High- 
ways and Byways '* series have 
received a valuable addition in the shape 
of a volume on Normandy, by Percy 
Dearmer, M.A., illustrated by Joseph 
Pennell. Although the book is in the 
first place intended as a guide and adviser 
to cyclists, it will prove to be of enormous 
value to pedestrian tourists or to holiday- 
makers of artistic taste who wish to 
spend a few weeks in the charming sur- 
roundings of some quiet old Norman 
town or village. The volume treats of 
many places of supreme interest which 
lie off the beaten track and have never 
yet been overrun by tourists. Besides 
the excellent description of such places 
and points of interest it gives many 
useful hints with regard to inns, hotels, 
J"gg a ge, passports, customs, etc., and is 
full of interesting historical reminiscences. 
The numerous illustrations, lull-pages 
and vignettes, by J. Pennell, are alto- 
gether delightful and help to make the 
book one of great artistic value. Few 
artists can equal Mr. Pennell in the 
light, sketchy, and yet exact treatment 
of pen and ink, and none perhaps are 
able to suggest colour, or effects of 
light and shade, with such apparently 
slight means. It may truly be said that 
Mr. Pennell ' paints ' with pen and ink.
